State Board of Arbitration Be- 
gin Their Work. 

MR. WEBB THE FIRST WITNESS. 



HeTe»tlHe» Ho^v He Canie to Maeharg* 
the Knight* of Labor— Only One Wll- 
11. s. for the Kullroad — KKiiiiilnutlou of 
thr lli»i'harged Men Refrnn. 

Nrw Yi'ltK, Sept. 8.- The state board 
of arbitration begun |ts investigation 
here yesterday as to the diffl ulties ex- 
isting between the New York Central 
railroad and the Knightl of Labor, 
The lirst of the parties Interested to ap- 
pear was 'lhird Vice President Webs. 
Mr, Webb was socoiuptiuted by his 
private sec etary an I Messrs, Frauk 
Loomis, Hamilton Hames and D. W. 

(iears, counsel for th • road. 

It was nearly 10:80 o'clock when the 
member.- of he board entered the court 
room and Informed the counsel that 
they were ready to proceed with the iu- 
qniry. Mr. Webb wa « the first witness 
called. Mr. Weobsaid that he was the 
third vice president of t tie New York 
Central and Hudson River railroad, 
sad had charge of the operation of the 
roak, The oompa iy had uu coutro* 
verey with its employes. On .he even- 
ing of Aug. 8 a mrge nnmbei of me em- 
iloyes left, snd their places had been

ed. 

The alleged esues was that seventy* 
Mght members out of 8d,liU0 bad been 
discharged, ihey w re di«iharged tor 

good catl-i . but on.y -e.eu of th >se men 

applied to the company for Information 
as to why they were discharged. Sub- 
sequently, a gentleman from another 
state called and wanted to know why 
the men were discharged, The witness 
declined to give the reasons. This gen- 
tleman Was Mr. Holland. 
Upon being cross-examined by Gen, 

Roger Pryor, Mr. Webb -aid he had 
nothing to do with the road outside of 
tlie transportation and operation depart- 
ments. Mr. Depew was abroad. The 
witness had discharged the men on re- 
ports from members of the secret serv- 
ice of the company. Tne.e reports are 
not in existence. They conveyed to him 
the charges and evidence. The charge 
Itself was unsatisfactory service. An 
engineer named Lee Wat dil :harged for 
nnsatisfact «y service. The man Lee 
was ve.y arrogant and insolent, and 
said he would tie up every wheel be- 
twe n here and Buffalo if he did not get 

some of the Vanderbilt money. 

This ended the testimony f >r the Cen- 
tral. 

William A. Valentine, matter work- 
man of Assembly No, 10,3611 and one of 
the discharged employe-, was the first 
Witness for the knights. The witness

Mr. Tonoev had said to him (Holland) 
that Mr. Webb did not know the temper 

of the men. and intimated that he was 
act.ng tOO hastily. Witness told To.ieev 
that U dr. DeOSW was here he believed 
that the trouble Would have never oc- 
curred. 

John W. Devlin, of the general ex- 
ecutive board, du-cribed an Interview 

With Mr. roUCey in Which he explained 

the attitude of the knights toward the 
road, and nave him to understand that 

if cause were shown for the discharges 
made the board would uphold the com- 
pany. The same ground was gone over 
the same day with Mr. Webb, who re- 
fused t. make any concessions. At this 
interval Mr- Powderly, who was pres- 
ent, was strongly Impressed with the 

idea that the c aiipany was attacking 

the organisation and requested Mr. 
Webb t i question some of the men dis- 
charged. Mr. Webb made no reply. 

L. .1. Lee, recalled, said he had cabled 
Mr. DepeW ill Paris and received no re- 
ply. Jle had made strong efforts to 

prevent a strike and bad a long corre- 
spondence '.vnh Mr. Powderly. He 
identified the c a r. spondeuoe. in the 
first letter, dated Feb. 3, 1800. Mr. 
Powderly complimented Lee on his 
skilful management of District Assem- 
bly £40 and advised Lee to "feel his 



way oareiuiiy, remembering that lie is 
Coping With one of the strongest organ- 
izations in America, and advises the 
ci der to treat the company courteously. 
Under date of April 17 Mr. Powderly 
regretted to see thai the road Wat pick- 
ing off so many Anights and advised 
Lee to do all possible to prevent a 
strike. Which, he -aid. was what the 
road wautecl. "The order, * he wrote, 

"could not now support a strike; be- 
rides, I am informed. Mr. D >pew is 
anxious to have the men strike." 

On July 30 Lee wrote Powderly that 
the road was crowding the knights very 
hard, evidently trying to force a strike, 
traffic 1" lug dull. He himself had been 
dlschargtd. und half of the men were

OI«l Order of I m Gradually Ch*u|- 

lug- K.iitor DaaOaa Talk*. 
New York. Sept, I.— Adolf 0 Duchos. 
one of the editors of Universal, of 
City of Mexico, is in this city, ami in an 
interview vvnh a ropoftOT gave an inter- 
esting account of affairs at gl'SSSUt in 
the Aztec capital. For five years Alt. 
lJuchos was exiled from Mexico for 

writing against the government oi Pres- 
dent Diaz, but matters were straight 
ened out for Lim finally ai.d he returned 
to Mexico to resume his profession. 
During his exile Mr. Duchos founded 

two Spanish papers in Texas —one at 
Austin. Kl Sj>ectador, and the 0 her at 
Eagle i'ass. Ki C.nnercio. 

"We have endeavored in the conduct 
of our paper." said Mr. DuchOS, "to 
employ some of the American ideas of 

Journalism, Heretofotc news, as you 

under tand it nere. had no value among 

Mexican newspapers, The papers were 
perfectly content to publish the report 
of a New York occurrence, no matter 
h w important, a week after It became 
public What yon call a neat here was 

unknown with our newspapers and re- 
porters M such had practically no ex- 
istence. We iuti - " luoed a direct daily 
telegraph se vie-, engaged reporters end 
did other tilings of this character and 
the rest, It has amply Justi ed the experi- 
ment,
